Subsequent  Procedure

'The  City  Engineer  reports  as  follows: - 

"Light  Standard  Projects  on  the  'Initiative  Principle'  have  been 
advanced  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Improvement  Procedure  By-law  and 
will  come  before  a  Court  of  Revision  on  March  23rd,  1972. 

The  projects  are  listed  by  the  Assessment  Commissioner  on 
Schedule  Number  411,  Items  1-22  and  24-31  inclusive. 

The  following  projects  have  been  defeated: 

Schedule  No.  Item  Location 

411  9  Kamloops  Street  -  18th  Avenue  to  19th  Avenue 

14  Kitchener  Street  -  Rupert  Street  to  Dead  End  East 

27  15th  Avenue  -  Nanaimo  Street  to  Copley  Street 

30  47th  Avenue  -  Doman  Street  to  Tyne  Street 

31  48th  Avenue  -  Blenheim  Street  to  S.W.  Marine  Drive 

The  City's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  recommended  projects  is 
available  in  the  1971  Street  Lighting  Capital  Budget. 

I  RECOMMEND,  subject  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Revision 
and  subsequent  approval  by  Council,  that: 

1.  All  the  'Initiative*  projects  on  Schedule  411,  except  the  defeated 
Items  9,  14,  27,  30,  and  31  be  undertaken. 

2.  The  Engineer  be  authorized  to  call  tenders  for  the  approved  projects." 

Your  Board  RECOMMENDS  that  the  foregoing  report  of  the  City 
Engineer  be  approved. '
